We have urged a vigorous reviva 
of the anti-trust law to free enter- 
prise and a cleaning up the situation 
in the three great investment indust- 
ries—building, railroads and utilities— 
as the first two steps in a recovery 
program. 


The next step has to do with spend- 


ing. First ot all, the government must 
continue a sane spending program. 
Relief for those in distress must be 
carried on. 


But money must be spent to pro- 


vide jobs for persons answering to 
certain descroptions. 
This kind of 


spending must be divided into two' 
.categories—outright spending and in- 
vestment. 


Outright spending would cover those 


activities which, while culturally, so- 
cially, industrially are wise, are never- 
theless not true investments. 
That 


is those e nterprises conducted by the 
government which, while good "invest- 
ments" in the morals, health and peace 
of the people, nevertheless are not 
of such a charter that the money ex- 
pended will ever come back to the 
government. 
Convservation, educat- 


ional, health activities are of this 
sort. Such spending should be paid 
for entirely out of tax revenues.

Government 
investments 
include 


such activities as contemplate the re- 
covery by the government of the mon- 
ey expended. 


A housing enterprise in which the 


cost of the house and the operating 
costs are so arranged that rents will 
recover them for the government, is 
an investment. It is entirely proper 
for the government to borrow money 
for the purpose of building such hous- 
es provided it arranges the finances 
so as to get back in money the sums 
expended in order to liquidate the 
bonds. 


Therefore we may lay down this 


proposition: that the government shall 
limit its borrowing activities to sound 
economic investments, but that all ex- 
penditure not truly investments shall

Shift to Universal Income Tax 


Urged 


The next subject is taxes. 
The whole federal tax system is 


wrong. 


No taxes should be laid at any point 


where the tax is mixed up with the 
expenditure of money or the invest- 
ment of money. 


This means that all commodity tax- 


es, all exicise taxes, all sales taxes 
should be abolished. 
A few are 


defensible where the tax is designed 
to render a governent service to the 
special tax payer, as in the case of 
gasoline taxes where the money is 
used entirely on roads. 
But other- 


wise allsuch taxes should be ended. 


The government should shift to a 


universal income tax as swiftly as 
possible. 
In levying this tax the 


rates on individuals and 
corpora- 


tions should, as far as possible, be 
made equal. 
At present, the large 


corporations enjoy an advantage over 
individuals. 


As for the undistributed profits 


tax, the present tax is meaningless. 
A sound undistributed profits tax 
on corporations is all right, but the 
present tax is not sound. It is just 
to no one.

Paul the great apostle reviews his life. 


It is a great tiling to have the priv- 


ilege of the innei'm'ost confidences of a 
great man as he looks back upon a re- 
markable career and appraises his 
course of action. Paul's career had not 
been by any means without serious 
crises and without most acute perils 
and dangers. The great crisis of his 
life had come when he found Christ 
on the way to Damascus and a light 
broke in upon his inner soul, the effect 
of which at first was to bring upon 
him physical blindness. In this new- 
found faith—which wa safter all not 
o much a new faith as an enlarge- 
icnt of the religion in which he had 
ieen brought up, for he declared that 
ie still worshiped the God of his fath- 
TS—Paul launched out on his great 
ireaching ministry. 
He wanted to share with others the 
lory that he had found, and nothing 
oulcl stop him in his determination 
to preach the Gospel of good news. 


Paul had set out for himself a large 


.ask and a supreme goal, and it is in 
he spirit of one who had lived largely 
that he surveys his life. He /speaks of 


persecutions and of his situation 


at hat very lime, in bonds, as a pris- 
oner. 


Far fyoVn' feeling that his life had 


jeen a failure because of this bondage, 


rejoices that through his willing- 


ness ot sufer others had become more 
bold and courageous in speaking "the 
word of God without fear." 


Paul reveals the inner secret of his 


no wonder that he was somewhat per- 
plexed as to whether it was better to 
go on in the earthly warfare or to find 
the rest in Christ''that he felt sure 
was the reward of the Christian after 
death. But in this perplexity, there 
was the one certain and unfailing pur- 
pose. He was determined to press on 
to the goal of possessing Chrst and of 
being possessed by Christ. This was 
the goal of "the prize of the high call- 
ing oi God 'in Christ Jesus," 


Throughout his Christian life, Paul 


had known no' purpose but this: To 
apprehend Christ and to be appre- 
hended of Him; and to the very enc 
this was his unfailing and unyielding 
purpose.

New Lens Will Help 
Near Blind Persons 


[t Has Been Successfully 


Applied in 29 Cases, 


Saj's Doctor 


LOS ANGELES, Calif.—(tf1)—A new 


type of spectacle lens .with a mag- 
lification of 300 per cent, brings new 
lope to the partially blind was de- 
scribed to the American Academy of 
3ptometry. Dr..William Feinbloom of 
New York said seven children in 
blind institutions' had .been returned 
to public school through its use. 


The lens, called a teloptic-magni- 


fier, resembles a glass cone. One inch 
long, it' consists of a combination of 
from three to five lenses for each eye 
and-is light enough to be-fitted into 
ordinary eyeglass frames. 


"It has been successfully applied to 


29 cases of optic nerve atrophy," said; 
Dr. Feinbloom, a research fellow at, 
Columbia University. 


"The teloptic-rnagnifier is based on 


the principle that the optic nerve fibers 
that lead to the para-central or side 
areas of-the retina can be made to: 
distinguish form upon proper stimula- 
tion. The-fibers of the optic nerve 
which go to the center of the .eye are 
spaced hundreds of .times closer to- 
gether than in, oilier parts of the eye. 
In an optic nerve atrophy, it is these 
central fibers which die off. 


''Since it is not possible to increase 


.the fibers anatomically in.a.given unil 
area from the center of the eye, the 
converse principle is used;, spreading 
the vision through, the'use of the 
teloptic-magnifier over a great many 


iore fibers th.an ordinary." 
The problem was abandoned as hope-

the Magnolia Kerr-Lynn oil field was 
ordered Thursday by the Arkansas Oil 
and Gas Commission.

able froM. 12,000 to 8,000 barrels dally. 


Present proration orders in effect 


allow each well to produce 300 barrels 
dally and the new order will reduce 
output to 200 daily.

Invoked for the first lime, a clause of 
a 1939 legislative act which gives the 
commission authority to remedy "non 
uniform, disproportionate and unrat- 
.ablo" withdrawals from wells. 


The order becomes effective July 1.

Testimony of Broadway 


Show Girl Heard in 


Buckner Case 


NEW YORK—(/I1)—With the testi- 


mony of a Broadway showgirl and a 
federal investigator the prosecution 
presented two ihore angles of its mail 
fraud case against William B. Buck- 
ner Jr. and his four accused co-con- 
spirators in the alleged manipulation 
of Philippine railway bomls. Then 
Ihe government rested provisionally, 
reserving the right to call one more 
witness. 


Through Carol Maurice, Assistant U. 


S. Attorney William- Power Maloney 
sought to show that Buckner had spent 
in the city's hot-spots at least some of 
the money which he had collected from 
fellow oldcrs of the defaulted Philip- 
pine bonds as chairman of their Pro- 
tective Committee. 


Through the day's other major wit- '* 


ness, Louis Magod of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, Maloney at- 
tempted to link Felipe Bucncamino, a 
Philippine legislator and one of the 
defendants, directly with the alleged 
conspiracy. 


After telling of Buckncr's arrest here 


last December 1 as he stepped from 
the liner Queen Mary, Maged testi- 
fied the young promoter had thus 
explained a letter in which Bucnca- 
mino was represented as having de- 
manded $50,000: 
J 


"You have to grease the palms of 


those Philippine officials." 


The government contends that Buck- 


ner headed a scheme under which the 
bonds were to be bought in a low 
market, and then then rumors were 
to be spread that the Philippine gov- 
ernment would redeem the defaulted 
securities, thus greatly running up 
the price. 


At the time of his indictment Bucn- 


camino was accused by U. S. Attorney 
John T. Cahill of having agreed to 
accept a ?SO,000 bribe to help "en- 
gineer" through the insular Assembly 
the necessary redemptive legislation.
